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The horse ring at the Union stock yards 
rom which the armies of Europe re- 
ceive large shipments of horses—ia said 
to be the most t ranquil war order market 
in the United States. A system has been 
evolved which has eliminated the possi- 
bility of corners or a forced bull or bear 
movement. : 

Agents or France buy an average of 
400 horses a day at the Union stockyards. 
It is estimated that more than 2,000 horses 
a day are bought throughout the whole 
country and shipped to France from Jer- 
sey City and Portland, Me. 


Assembly Pens at Crestline. 

At Crestline, twenty-five miles from 
Chicago, the French government has 
built assembly pene covging an area 
almost a mile square. Horses bought in 
the Chicago ring are sent to Crestline 
until a trainload is assembled. 

At times more than 2,500 horses have 
been in the pens. A special police force 
is constantly on guard to prevent any 
persons injuring the horses, and the 
water and food are inspected by chemists 
daily. 

Numerous reports that German agents 
were plotting to hamstring and poison 
horses bought by the French and English 
governments have been given little 
credence by the dealers. One report was 
to the effect that German agents were 
paying higher prics for the horses in an 
attempt to keep them from being bought 
by the other governments.

winter previous to the season of 1000 left

a lot of polities in the ranks of the Na- 
ticnal league which resuited in a flerce 
factional fight that nearly wrecked it. 
Long lack of an executive with a back- 
tone had ellowed the players to gain the 
urpe: hand and ball games had degen- 
erated into open air brawis between rival 
bands of roughnecks, with the umpires 
powerless to preserve order or discipline. 


John Sees Opening. 
This was the situation when Ban 
aon, then president of the Western league. 
eciceived the idea the American pubiic 
would turn eagerly to clean basebell if it 
had the chance and determined to give it 
the chance. Johnson, formerly a Cincin- 
nati newepaper man, haé become presi- 
dent of the Western league in 1883 at the 
eclicitation of Comiskey, then manager 
of the Cincinnati teem; on the promise 
by Comiskey that, as soon as his Cincin- 
nati contract expired, he would become 
@ cmb owner in the Western league 
Comiskey kept his promise by taking the 
St. Paul franchise, and with these two 
men codperating the Western league be- 
came a strong minor organization, able 
‘to wrest several concessions from the 
monopolistic National league before it 
Whe necessary to resort to war. 


Comiskey Comes to Chicago. 

When the old league reduced its circuit 
the Western league had clubs in Kansas 
City, Minneapolis St. Paul, Milwaukee, 
Indianapolis, Detroit, Grand Rapids, and 
Bofficio. Ban Johnson offered to purchase 
the vacant Cleveland plant if the National 
league would permit him to locate a team 
in Chicago. This was refused at first, 
but the petitioners’ threatened to with- 
druw from organized’ baseball and the 
old organisation was so torn with in- 
terral dissension that a reluctant consent , 
wos given. Comiskey's St. Paul club was 
transferred to the south side of Chicago, 
and Somers’ became oWner of the new 
C’eveland franchise, Grand Rapids being 
‘dropped. The off name of Western 
league was changed to American league 
that spring. 


Clean Baseball Wins. 

Clean baseball proved so popular that 
the newly christened American league 
enjoyed a prosperous season in 1900 and 
decided to expand. It was aimed to do 
this in a friendly way if possible, so the 
American league offered to purchase the 
vacant plants in Baltimore and Washing- 
ten if permission were given to locate a 
tear in Philadelphia with a schedule that 
would not conflict with the Phillies. But 
the National league realized that thi« 
lusty infant wes going to become ter- 
Tibie ” unless its growth was stunted, so 
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and did so in terms that were insulting. 
Just for that the American league in- 
vaced Boston as well as Philadelphia in 
Notional league territory and erected 
new plants of its own in Baltimore and 
Washington, opening the season of 1901 
with a circuit that included the afore- 
mentioned cities in the east, with Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Cleveland, and Detroit in the 
vest. Simultaneously the new league 
went angling for National players and 
obtained a fair sprinkling of them with 
which to strengthen ite own teams. 


Old League Hard Hit. 

This cost money, but the American 
league games were much more popular 
than the wordy exhibitions still tolerate? 
on National league ut monds and the old 
league suffered severely in a financis/ 
way, besides being shot to pieces inter- 
nelly. 

In the winter of 1901-1902 a deadlock 
grew out of the attempt of one faction 
to elect the late A. G. Spalding president 
to succeed N. E. Young, whose spineless 
presidency had so nearly wrecked the 
game. The opposing faction, led by the 
late John T. Brush, was able to bring 
the league’s affairs to a dead center and 
a complete wreck would have resulted 
but for Johnson and Comiskey. 

First the Spalding faction and then the 
Brush faction of the National league 


time friend of Brush. Johnson abhorred 
Brush's methods and ideas concerning 
the government of baseball. A these 
two leaders, whose combined influence 
controlled the American league, could not 
agree on which faction to amalgamate 
with, the offers were refused and the two 
factions were compelled to get together 
for self-preservation. The National 
league declared the old national agree- 
ment void, called a truce in ite internal 
war by giving the executive powers toa 
committee, and staggered through an- 
other year of war. 


American League Prospers. 
Meanwhile the American league club 
owners, working in unison, under aggres- 
sive and wise leadership, won many more 
star players to its side and increased its 
popularity by catering.to lovers of clean, 
fast baseball, much to the distress of 
John J. McGraw, who was part owner and 
manager of the Baitimore team. His 
refusal to give up former methods with 


most of the time. Ze 

This friction between President John- 
son and Manager McGraw gave Jolin T. 
Brush, then head of the New York Na- 
tionals, the idea of killing off the out- 
laws by exploding a mine under them. 
With the aid of McGraw, a controlling 
interest in the Baltimore club was pur- 
chased by Brush and the team was 
wrecked by distributing its best players

No Loophole in Rule, 

In the first reports of the 

newspaper men had been led to believe 
the rule held only when a game which 
might have been played was postponed. 
Such is not the case. Therule is absolute. 
Thus if rain causes the postponement of 
three games in a row, the home team is 
qut not only its share of the receipts but 
also $375, which goes to the disappointed 
visitors for hotel and traveling expenses. 
Under league rules the home captain 
is judge of the condition of the playing 
field. He may decide whether or not a 
game can be played. After the game 
actually starts its termination is up to 
the umpires. Seldom have complaints 
been lodged against the arbiters. Of 
course, captains still may postpone games 
unnecessarily, but they know in advance 
such decisions will cost their bosses 6123 
in each instance. 


Temptation to Defer Games. 
When a team is leading in a tight race 


and its pitching staff is crippled or some 
of the stars disabiod, it has been a great 


temptation to look for a little cloud in the 


sky and, finding it, postpone the game 
to a later series or a double header, when 


it is hoped the regulars will have returned 
to form. The rule is to prevent such 


practices.

Seventy-five western jobbers have orm 
ganized what is called the Western Oil 
Jobbers’ association, They assert they 
have joimed hands merely for self-protec- 
tion in the fight egainst Standard Ol. 
They make no immediate claim toa desire 
to lower the cost to consumer. : 
Price discrimination by the Standard 
Of] in different sections also is charged 
by the jobbers. It is claimed that the 
Standard Oil of Ohio sets its prices at 
from 2% to 8% cents higher than the 
charges of the Indiana Standard. Re- 
cently an investigator for the jobbers’ 
combine visited the Oklahoma flelds and 
learned that most independent refiners 
could digpose of all their stock at 16 to 
16% cents. 


From Standard Oil 

The Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
in a statement submitted to THz TRIBUNE 
contents itself with reviewing the gen- 
eral situation as regards gasoline. Ex- 
tracts from the statement follow:

Average Consumption Per Car. 

Sta tistios have shown that the average 
car uses approximately 500 gallons of ga 
oline per year, which,would méan that 
1,600,000,000 gallona of fue? will be re- 
quired to supply these 8,000,000 cars. It 
is true that the 8,000,000 cars will not be 
in commission for the full year, but 18 is 
safe to assume that 2,500,000 would be a 
fair daily average, 


tt will take 1,250,000,000 gallons of gaso- 
line to meet home demand next year. In 
addition to this, motorboats, tractors, 
stationary gasoline engines, and gasoline 
used for other than fuel purposes will re- 
quire 250,000,000 gallons, a total of 1,500,- 
000,000 gallons for home consumption. 

‘The gasoline situation abroad is bad 
and will remain so for several years to 
come. The wells in the Galician district 
bave been ruined, while the Ruslan field 
ie showing a steady decrease in produc- 
tion.

Chicago is the garden spot of the ooun- 
try for the automobile thief. More cars 
are stolen here each year than in any 
other city in the country. In 1915, 2,185 
insured cars were stolen in this city, ac- 
cording to statistics furnished by Secre- 
tary Fred J. Sauter of the Automobile 


formed chiefly for the purpose of re- 
covering etolen machines. 

Largely through the efforts of the 
bureau, 1,768 of the cars stolen here last 
year were recovered. That is a percent- 
age of close to four cars recovered of 
every five lost. Of the 422 machines not 
accounted for, 298 were Fords. The skill- 
ful auto thief finds little difficulty in 
changing the engine andéfactory numbers 
on the Ford, and these numbers are the 
| only means of identifying the car. 
Identification is the first essential to the 
recovery of a stolen autamobile. 


Many Are Victims. 

There are forty-one concerns in Chicago 
handling auto insurance, and the figures 
furnished by Mr. Sauter represents the 
business of all these companies. Since 
the organization of the protective bureau 
four years ago Mr. Sauter has been sec- 
retary, and his views on the theft problem 
represemt the attitude both of the in- 
durance man and of the automobile owner. 

Before long every manufacturer will 
be forced to make an auto lock a stand- 
ard accessory to the equipment of his 
car,” gays Mn Sauter, “There are more 
then 4 dosen locks on the market now, 
and some of them look mighty good, 
especially the gasoline lock. ‘Without 
some such precaution an automobile 
stands in the street and almost ehouts 
take me’ to the first person of crooked 
inclination that happens along. 


Insurance Rates Jump. 
“The situation is go bad that the rates 
heave jumped with amazing rapidity. 
Within a year the ineurance rate on some 
cars has doubled. That is not om the 
highést priced machinem as one might 
suppose.

“It would be hard to strike a real aver- 
tective and Information bureau recovers 
age, but I am sure the Automobile Pro- 
considerably more stolen cars than do the 
police. We issue a circular every week 
which is distributed among garage own- 
era, dealers repair shops, and with the 
police all over the country. Thecircular 
deacribes cars stolen since the previous 
issue, and with almost every machine is 
in offer of a flat reward, varying from 
$25 to $100 and even more.

“Most of our trouble tn Chicago is 
caused by our Inability to get convictions 
when we land a thief I believe that we 
ought to have a separate court for auto- 
mobile thieves, just as we have our Do- 
méstic; Relations court and our Morals 
court, There would be more than enough 
work to ocoupy the entire time of one 
judga 


Judges Too Lenient? 

“ As it isnow, an auto thief, particularly 
one of the younger element that produces 
our boy bandita, may be caught several 
times, appear before a different judge on 
each occasion, and on a ‘first offense’ 
plea seoure his liberty on probation. 

“Chicago undoubtedly is the center of 
the auto thieving industry. It may sound 
out of reason, but my work in searching 
for stolen cars has led me to believe that 
there are nearly 100 organized bands of 
auto thieves with headquarters here. 
Their harvest is distributed all over the 
country. The lack of caution on the part 
of the public in buying used cars is one 
factor that makes the occupation of the 
auto thief so profitable and reduces the 


danger of his calling to a minimum.

1 Points Out Way 
to Cover Heavy Ex- 


penses. 


OWNERS INTERESTED. 


„There is a solution for the speedway 
problem,” said J. G. Vincent, chief engi- 
neer of the Packard Motor Car company. 
in discussing the future of competition 
and the chances for succéss of the many 
expensive speedways constructed, or un- 
der construction, in the United States. 
“The solution is stock car racing. 

“1 do not mean stock car racing as 
it was once conducted, but racing of stock 
cars that are such in reality. The rules 
must be changed, barriers against chang- 
ing the cara from strictly stock models 
must be devised, and every possible bar- 
rier must be erected to make the contests 
real tests of the cars as turned out by the 
manufacturers. 


Make Them Honest. 

* Providing that rules to the effect that 
the car to be raced must be selected at 
random from the stock of a dealer, wero 
enforced to the letter, and providing that 
observers were placed in charge of the 
cars to vouch for the preservation of the 
cars, as seal stock car models, the races- 
would be honest contests of cars as they 
are bought by the public. 

All cars so entered for a race would 
be garaged at the speedway or race 
course two weeks in advance of the con- 
test, and then kept under close watch. 


All cars entered should be garaged in 
the same building and the crews would 
watch the cars of their competitors, and 
so prevent fraud. 


Would Claim Interest, 
“The observers would not leave the 
building until every member of any crew 


had gone. The drivers of the cars would 


be given two weeks or ten days in which 
to drive the cars any distance desired 
and to adjust them for the race, but with- 
out changing a single thing except for 


strict stock car parts. 


“The race I speak of would attract 
every user of a car of the same make as 
that entered for the contest, and would 
be far more interesting than contests with 


the racing monsters, which mean no more 
to the watcher than a spectacle, 


“If a very large purse was offered, as 


has been suggested, I suppose that pub- 


lic interest would be increased, but these 


races, as suggested by me, would draw 
interest anywhere from people who own 
and drive cars. 


“I believe the speedways can revise 


the stock car rules, stage stock car con- 
tests, and score a big success, and I cer- 
tainly hope that some live promoters will |: 
go about the matter along these lines 
and give to the public contests of the 
most intense interest, from thelr own 
standpoint.”

Undoubtedly the most radical improve- 
ment of years in the construction of pneu- 
matic tires is the substitution of asbestos 
fabric for cotton fabric. The raw asbestos 
rock sells all the way from 88 to $500 
per ton, owing to the difference in the 
length of fiber. The majority of people 
who have never seen asbestos fabric, 
excepting what is used in steam pipe 
packing, which is made of the shortest 
fiber, assume asbestos fabrics have no 
tensile strength. 

The best asbestos fiber is from four to 
five inches in length. The rock is first 
crushed and then carded, or combed, pro- 
ducing c. fine silky fiber longer than cot- 
ton fiber and of greater tensile strength. 
Asbestos fiber is frequently woven into 
silk fabrics to add to the tensile strength. 


Made for Asbestos. 

The following advantages are claimed 
for the use of asbestos fabric over cotton 
fabric: . 7 

Asbestos, being a mineral, is not in- 
jured by water, oll or grease, nor by 
sulphuric acid, as fe the case with cotton 
fabrics. Sulphur is mixed with the rub- 
ber in the tread, to facilitate vulcaniz- 
ing. It is claimed that water percolates

Plished in their construction, or appre- 
ciate the extremes covered in the effort

In the case of each show car, every sea- 
gon, new sources of supply must be in- 


signed and finished in separate places— 
and the head of any company that has 

any part to do with any show car must 
be conferred with aad particularty made 
aware of the necessities and requirements 
in every instance. 


Bach Is Different. 

Bach exhibition oar varies from ite 
mates and must be handled separately. | 
To tie up the many threads of each and 
all, to make sure that no point is omitted 
or slighted, and that every detail is prop- 
erly in accord, is no simple task. | 

Uniess the layman studies with critical 
care the exhibition cars of any up to 
date manufacturer, he will miss many of 
the finer distinctions in finish and ap- 
pointment upon which has been lavished 
the concentrated attention of an entire 
organization. The more minute his in- 
spection, the more will he find to delight 
him. For, with the show cars, the manu- 
facturers once a year permit their fancy 
to have free play, and indulge themselves 
in the production of something meeting 
their every wish—in finish, fitting, and 
appointment, the thing they have 
dreamed over. 


Work from Pattern. 

Show cars appear first as paintings. 
From the first sketches interior color 
schemes and designs are worked out and 
tried in miniature, rearranged, tried 
again, the process repeated over and over, 
until each tiny part fits as harmoniously 
and effectively as bits in a delicate 
mosaic. 

From this pattern the display units 
themselves are worked up, part by part, 
until the completed cars are ready for 
final judgment. Usually this occurs from 
three weeks to a month before the shows, 
to allow time for any changes that at last 
inspection may seem advisable. 

The pre-show time period in a great 
automobile factory is an interval of in- 
tense activity and interest. It comes in 
the midst of the heaviest portion of the 
manufacturing season, just at the time.

Extensive Cod Fisheries Found. 

There are also large cod fisheries in 
Alaska, and the cod are said to be equal 
to those caught on the banks of New- 
foundiand. The amount of cod caught 
last year was more than 15,000,000 pounds, 
which was an increase of 20 per cent over 
the catch of the year preceding. 

An extensive industry may some time 
arise in the shelifish of Alaska. They 
have oysters near here as large around 
as a saucer, and there are many places 
among the Alaskan islands where you 
can catch crabs as big around asa dinner 
plate. There are clams, large and small; 
little butter clams that are delicious, and 
others good to eat as big around as your 
hand.

Casualties resulting from train opera- 
tion were 20 per cent less than in 1914, 
despite increased traffic, the number of 
persons killed in accidents connected 
with train operation 16.8 per cent less, the 
injured 20.9 per cent less, employés killed 
36 per cent, and the injured a decrease 
of 25 per cent. Train accidents were re- 
duced 23 per cent, train collisions 32 per 
cent, derailments 20 per cent, and miscel- 
laneous accidents were 3.4 per 
cent. The number of persons killed were 
34 per cent less than the previous year. 
The greatest improvement in safety 
of railroad operation ever recorded for a 
year is shown by the annual accident bul- 
letin, says the Railway Age Gazette.

All of which goes to show that location does not 
always mean so much to a hotel as is general! 
supposed; the familiar saying that the world wi 
make a path to the door of man who does his 
one ren | better than anyone else in the world, 
holds in the hotel business. If the people find that 
they will get more for their. money with you than any- 
where quer rt will ng ree to 4 your hotel 
register. your rent right and give ple as 
much, instead of as little, as possible for rad pati 
Do that and trade is sure to follow. Whether or not 


you make any money is up to you; it depends on how 


much you know about the business. 

The hotel just mentioned is a good example of why 
hotels go wrong. It is located in New York and is more 
than fifty years old; during the early part of its career 


it was fashionable and was, for many years a big mon- 


ey maker and one of the show places of the city. Then 
wholesale houses and light manufacturers began to ap- 
pear in the vicinity, crowding out the better retail 
shops. Magnificent new ho acme uptown and 
travelers went to them and paid three to five dollars 
for a room without winking an eye. The old hotel 
gradually lowered its rates, but it did not give the 
value which other hotels offered. At last they tossed 
up the sponge and receivers took charge. | 


] LOOKED the over, adjusted the rent and 
leased it from the property owners. The servants 
came to me one by one, to ask if they were to be dis- 
. This one told me that he had been employed 
for twenty years, another said she had worked for fif- 
teen years, and so on down. The servants were in- 
numerable and apparently all had life jobs. Now 
whenever I find hotel servants regarding themselves as 
fixtures, I try to locate the graft. The help in a well 
hotel generally changes rapidly. | 
I broke up the blissful life of that hotel, and I did it 
with an axe. I found four chambermaids who tended 
only the beds of a portion of the house help when one 
maid was sufficient; and another who devoted herself 
solely to porters’ sleeping quarters—there was not a 
servant with more than four hours real work a day to 
do. No wonder they never left! I cut the kitchen 
help in half and I also waded into the perquisites of the 
kitchen. The chef was drinking three bottles of wine 
a day and his helpers were consuming three cases of 
beer; they had demanded this allowance and ook ge 
ten it because the former proprietors were afraid of 
their kitchen crew. Cooks generally terrorize their 
employers into making some kind of a liquor allowance 
to them, but I have never found it necessary. It is not 
a big item in a day, but it amounts to a thousand dol- 
lars or more a year and is the source of a majority of 
the numerous kitchen rows. I found 
that supplies were costing from ten 
to twenty-five per cent more than 
they should and I got new dealers. 
That restaurant had been losing 
‘over $1000 a month. In the first

the little things, know the meat cuts, how to save mon- 
ey on them, and avoid waste. 

I know when my kitchen butcher is wasteful and I 
can tell him what he ought to do. I do not cook but 
am never at the mercy of my chefs; they can never 
select the rush hour for a hold-up because I can step in 
and do their work. Once, when my help struck, I was 
obliged to don chef’s uniform and get busy until 
another crew was installed; and the front of the house 
never knew there was any trouble : 

The hotel kitchen is always a nuisance, but it need 
never lose money if you know your business and keep 

our eyes open. Waste, graft and thievery kill most 

itchens. A man can learn all about the front of a 
hotel in six months, but it takes as many years to get 
an idea of kitchen 3 

I took over a large hotel some years ago, and, in 
addition to my rental, agreed to pay the outstanding 
bills. The meat bill struck me as uncommonly high. 
I found the butcher was charging five cents a pound 
too much for No. 2 ribs and loins. The cuts were not 
those that I liked,—sometimes .a few cents more a 
pound will pay if the cuts are right and there is less 
waste. I looked about and found a man who would 
sell me No. 1 beef, the best grade, in the right cuts, at 
three cents a pound less than the other dealer was 
charging for No. 2 beef. I called the butcher in and 
showed him the new beef and the new cuts. He said, 

“I will have to charge you five cents a pound more 
for that quality and cut.” |
